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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


A central asylum hag for some years been established at Ranchi for the reception of 
European lupatios from Northerp India . As it was intended to serve the needs of several 
provinces the whole initial post of the buildings and equipment was met from Imperial funds, 
but the Provincial Governments concerned agreed to pay the cost of maintenance of all 
lanatics maintrined in the hospital from their provinces . The recovery of these charges har 
now incidentally been placed apon a legal basis by the epactment of the Indian LadBoy 
(Amendment )- Act, 1922, but the Government of Bibar and Orises , still anticipata considerable 
difficulties in financing the hospital which in a great measure has been instituted to meet the 
needs of other provinces. 

With the deparation of provincial from central finances which has followed the introduction 
of the Reforms, the Government of India are unable to fininoe the hospital to # greater extent 
than is permissible under the Devolution Rulos. That is , the Central Government can ineet 
the cost of maintenance of lunatice from places under the Central Government who are 
maintained in the hospital, and otherwise can only make advancos to the Looal Goveroment 
from central revenues ander Devolution Rulo 25 In order to meet these difficulting , it is 
considered that it is desirable to make over the hospital to & Board of Trustees on which the 
various provinces interested in the maintaqance of the hospital would be represented and which 
wonld be responsible for its proper upkeep under the control of the Government of Bibar and 
Oriaga . The ordinary annaal obarges wonld be met by the Board by recoveries from 
the patients and Looal Goveroments concerned , and the Board would be placed in 
funde until such recoveries become due by an advance from the central revenues, and 
the capital cost of original works would also be met by similar advances. Such advanoes 
would be repaid to the Central Government by equated instalmente of principal and interest 
within euch periods as would be fixed in each case . The object of the present Bill is to give 
effect to this epheme. It provides for the incorporation of the Board of Trustees, the powers 
of the Board and the restrictions upon the powers of the Board . The ( tovernment of 
Bengal is given greater representation on the Boord than other Local Governments, because 
68 per cent of the inmates of the hoppital como from that province. In addition , arrange 
menia ure included for the control and superbeasion of the Board in the event of its failure to 
perform ite dutiep or of its repeated failure to perform its duties. Finally , the Bill provides 
for the dissolution of the Board at any time and the re - vesting of the funds and other 
froperty of the Buard in the Government of Bihar and Orissa on behalf of His Majesty . An 
order to this effect non , howeyer, only be made by tbe Government of Bihar and Orieni with 
the previous sanotion of the Governor General in Connoil, and the intention is that auch 
panction shall not be granted upless suitable provision is made by the Local Government for 
gafeguarding the interests of other Local Governinente which have contributed to the main 
todange of lunatics in the Asylum .

2 . Only two of the amendments which we have made in the Bill call for particular 
mention . In the first place , we have added an extent ola use providing for the original exten 
sion of the Act to the Presidenoy of Bombay and to the Central Provinces . We consider 
that a clear case for the application of the Act to Bombay has been made out and we are, by 
& mujority , of opinion that such a caso bas also been made out in regard to those parts of the 
Central Provinces which the Bill will affect . Secondly, we have omitted the definition of 
" Hinda " , a term which , we are worryinoed , it is impossible satisfactorily to define. 

8 . The remaining alterations which we goggest are merely of a drafting nature , and 
do not altor the scope of the Bill as introduced . 

The Bill was published in the Gazette of India, dated the 2nd April, 1991, 

4 . We think that the Bill has not been 80 altered as to require republication , and we 
recommend that it be passed as bow amended .
